BOV THE POLITICAL AND CULT URAL -EDUCATION WORK IN THE ARMY 
IS SHAPED. 

R. Klavins, Commander of the Peoples Amy, has endorsed 
regulations concerning the organization of the political and 
cultural-educational work in the People 1 s Army of Soviet Latvia. 
These regulations have been drafted by the Office of Cultural Pro- 
paganda under the direction of B. Kalnins, political leader of the 
Army. 

The regulations provide that the main tasks of the political 
and cultural -educational work in the People's Army of Soviet Latvia 
are: to educate enlisted men, officers, and instructors in the 

spirit of Soviet patriotism and love for one's country, being 
constantly prepared and ready to carry out any order of the Soviet 
government* The soldiers must be made aware that treason is the 
most heinous crime, and is mercilessly punished by Soviet laws. 

To leave the battlefield or to surrender alive is treason. One 
must make the soldiers realize that a battle order is a law which 
must be carried out by all possible means with disregard for 
personal safety. Our worst enemies are those who are fearful and 
p^nic- stricken. Panic must be eliminated at the very beginning. 
Soldiers must be made conscious of their great responsibility to 
their country and of their political and military preparedness. 
Political and moral qualities must be developed in soldiers in 
a manner corresponding to the attitude of the soldier of the 
socialist state. Bravery, honesty, and frankness, discipline and 
cultural attitude, in training and in life, are the permanent 
qualities of a soldier of the People's Army. The soldier must 
be instructed that the security of military and state secrets 
and bolshevistic alertness are the main ingredients of a victory. 
Soldiers must be educated in the spirit of proletary internation- 
alism and fraternal friendship of the Soyiet Union.
